Tht» Hoard of Trustees have entered 
into a preliminary agreement with the 
owners, and as soon as the necessary 
papers can be drawn, the formal agree- 
ment will be signed by the trustees. 
Application has been made to the Court 
of Common Pleas of Montgomery Coun- 
ty for a certificate of incorporation, 
tin* application being made in the 
names of A. .1. Xowoll, R. K. Pattison, 
Jr., A. C. Staples, d. S. Harris, officers 
of the Association, and \V. U. I). Hall, 
P. M. .lust ice, A. 0. Stephenson, AW Y. 
Shaw and l\ L. Warwick, comprising 
the Board of Trustees. 

At a meeting of ihe Trustees held 
Thursday night, plans were made for 
starting' the campaign to sell ownership 
certificates in the reorganized Associa- 
tion for the purpose of financing the 
new development. It was also decided 
1o ask for bids on the construction of 
seven of the new courts. The plans con- 
template the completion of all prelim- 
inary work on the first seven courts 
this season.

Main Line residents are attacking 
the housing problem in deadly earnest. 
Not only are steps being taken to in- 
crease the number of houses, but prep- 
arations are being made to prevent, be- 
fore it is too late, the erection of any 
dwellings t hat will mar or destroy the 
rural aspect of the country side. 

The Autocar Co., of Ardmorc, is mak- 
ing plans for the erection of a largo 
number of attractive homes and a few 
apartments. 

Not only will the Autocar Co. build 
houses, but it will lease these dwell- 
ings to all comers, after the needs of 
its own employees have been met. The 
plan of the corporation is one of the 
must comprehensive of the sort ever 
a f tempted. It is expected to go a long 
way toward solving the housing prob- 
lem of the Main Line. 

David Ludlani. president of the Auto- 
car Co., explained Wednesday just what 
! his company is doing. i ' We want to 
j be perfectly fair and square in all 
j f his/ ' he said. ''The big question along 
j the Main Line is the housing problem, 
j of course. Take our own town. Ard- 
| more is short today :!00 to ')')() houses. 
I There is a market right now for that 
! many reasonably priced houses here. 
! ''The question is how to provide 
I these homes for the people. We have 
I about 3,:j(10 employees and will increase 
j this number by 2IHI by the end of the 
I year. They must be provided for. And 
| other persons who want to live here 
I must be provided for. too. We are go- 
; in;;- to try and aid the entire situation 
by renting our houses first to those of 
our own employees who want them, and 
then to any one else who wishes one. 

"We are going about it in this way: 
We are looking about and buying land 
in Ardmorc ami in the immediate vi- 
cinity. We found, when we started out, 
that some property owners kited the 
price on us. We have left them se- 
verely alone, and are only paying what 
we think to be fair pri'-es for ~,ui 
ground. Incidentally, the exorbitant 
price's asked are beginning to come 
down now that our attitude on the price 
question is known. 

"Then we are going to go to build- 
ers and have them build for us. If, 
owing to the high cost of materials the 
builders cannot finance the thing them- 
selves, we will finance them. 

"So far so good. It is important in 
this connection that the new houses do 
not mar in any way the sites they oc- 
cupy or the countryside. They will be 
of most artistic design, of five, six 
and seven rooms and bath. They will 
be so designed that tlu'y will not de- 
preciate property in their vicinity. 
i They must be an artistic asset. 
| "Furthermore, we are going to be 
| careful not to ereel any houses that 
will not be in keeping with the rural 
character of the Main Line. That must 
j be preserved at all costs. And I may 
i say here that if we cannot, obtain 
enough laud near Ardmorc we will go 
some distance away and carry our em- 
ployees to the plant in buses. 

"We will not attempt to develop the 
land in huge blocks, as the Government 
so successfully did. We will, instead, 
buy small plots here, there and every- 
where and improve each witli a few 
dwellings of the type I have described. 
We may even erect an apartment 
house or two — in a suitable neighbor- 
hood, of course. 

"We have not yet figured what the 
rents will be. There will be nothing 
given away. That would not be fair 
to builders and others. And there must 
be a fair but moderate return upon the 
capital invested. 

"All the houses will be modern, at- 
tractive and 'homey. ' If necessary, we 
will build streets, lay sewers and other 
pipes and sidewalks. There is more land 
than is needed in this section, nor 
enough homes. We will try to balance 
things up n bit. Nu houses will be torn 
down to make room for these new 
homes. We need all the houses we 
have." 

Alfred M. Col ins, head of the Main 
Line Citizens' Association, said: "Ev- 
erywhere along the Main Line the 
movement is under way to provide 
houses suitable for persons of moderate 
means, and for workingmen. All sorts 
of houses are very scarce, land is high 
in price, and the tendency is to put up 
the cheapest sort of development that 
will pay the largest return. 

"This we will combat. Rows of 
houses are entirely out of place, and 
unnecessary. We want houses that will 
be a part of the general rural atmos- 
phere. M
